THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  IS  made  this  L  -""  dav  of  htfcffifrft^  .  \0\0  .  by  end  between  Christian  Garcia  and  Melissa  R,  Garcia,  husband 
and  wHe,  whose  address  is  4S04  Fox  Meadows  Ln,  Mansfield  Tx  76063,  as  Lessor,  and  Harding  Energy  Partners,  LLC,  a  Texas  limned  liability  company, 13465  Midway 
Road,  Suite  400,  Dallas,  Texas  75244,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  (his  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions 
(including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces}  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

i.    In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  teased  premises:

prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  rton  hydrocarbon  substances 
produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations),  The  term  'gas'  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other  commercial  gases,  as 
well  as  hydrocarbon  gases,  tn  addition  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  accretions  and  arty  small  strips  or  parcels  of  land  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus.

7.  if  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  full  mineral  estate  in  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises,  the  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  well  on 
any  part  of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  shall  be  reduced  to  the  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  part  of  the  teased  premises  bears  to  the  full  mineral 
estate  in  such  part  of  the  teased  premises. 

8.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and 
the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.  No  change  in  Lessor's 
ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee  until  60  days 
after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  to  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or 
until  Lessor  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order.
